WASHINGTON President Obama, rolling out a new 
defense strategy to shrink the country’s armed 
forces at a time of tight budgets at home, pledged 
Thursday to maintain the U.S. as the world’s domi- 
nant military power. 

“Our military will be leaner but the world must 
know— the United States is going to maintain our 
military superiority with armed forces that are 
agile, flexible and ready for the full range of con- 
tingencies and threats,” Obama said during a news 
brieflng at the Pentagon. 

Emphasizing the American presence in the Asia- 
Paciflc region, where there is growing U.S. rivalry 
with an increasingly assertive China, Obama cau- 
tioned the military would remain vigilant in the 
Middle East. 

U.S. troops last month completed their with- 
drawal from Iraq, which was invaded in 2003 to 
topple dictator Saddam Hussein, and are winding 
down their presence in Afghanistan. 

Obama, focused on boosting economic growth 
and curbing stubbornly high U.S. unemployment 
as he fights for re-election in November, said that 
ending those two wars was an opportunity to rebal- 
ance national spending priorities after a decade of 
conflict. 


Noting the defense budget had witnessed “ex- 
traordinary” growth after the Sept, ii, 2001, at- 
tacks, Obama said that pace of spending would 
slow but continue to grow 

“I firmly believe, and I think the American 
people understand, that we can keep our military 
strong— and our nation secure— with a defense 
budget that continues to be larger than roughly the 
next 10 countries combined,” he said. 

Obama has already earmarked defense budget 
cuts of $489 billion over 10 years. The defense bud- 


get faces an additional $600 billion in cuts after 
Congress failed to agree to broad deficit reduction 
after an August debt ceiling deal. 

The president’s budget proposal for 2013 will be 
published in early Eebruary 

“Some will no doubt say the spending reduc- 
tions are too big; others will say they’re too small,” 
Obama said. 

‘After a decade of war, and as we rebuild the 
sources of our strength— at home and abroad— it’s 
time to restore that balance.”

Supt. McCarthy vows 
to catch off-duty 
police officer’s killers

Chicago police Officer Clifton T^wis^ who 
was killed last week wfiile working off-duty 
as a seewity guard at a convenience storey was 
eulogized Thursday as a "‘gentle giant” who 
went beyond his duty in sendng as a protector 
of his community 

As services were being held for Tx'wis, 
sources confirmed detectives were question- 
ing three people in connection with his slay- 
ing. 

While Gov Quinn, Mayor Emanuel and 
Police Supt. Garry McCarthy all praised Txw- 
is for his service and dedication, it was Mc- 
Carthy who drew the loudest applause when 
he promised to bring Lewis’ killers to justice. 

"‘T promise we will not tire until we find and 
hold responsible those responsible for this 
senseless act,” he said. 

Emanuel, speaking at the service at United 
Missionary Baptist Church, 4242 W. Roos- 
evelt Road, called Lewis a man of “quiet 
humility comforting authority and calm 
confidence” who dedicated himself to his 
community his colleagues and his city He too 
was applauded when he noted that Lewis had 
received 81 commendations during his eight 
years on the force. 

Emanuel, who on Wednesday participated 
in a leafletting asking for the public’s help in 
finding Lewis’ killers, said the robbery and 


slaying do not embody Chicago. 

"As I went door to door yesterday in Austin, 
I want you to know that I saw an outpouring 
of love and support for Officer Lewis,” Eman- 
uel said. “That is the city that we call home, 
and what happened the other night darkens

Casey Anthony 
diary goes viral 


ORLANDO, Fla. She’s back— even if she doesn’t want 
to be. 

A YouTube video that went viral Thursday shows Casey 
Anthony speaking out about her life for the first time since 
she was found not guilty last summer of killing her daughter, 
Caylee, in Florida. 

“It’s just a little surreal how much things have changed 
since July and how many things haven’t changed,” Anthony 
25, said in the 4-minute recording she described as the first 
installment of her video diary 

“But the good thing is that things are starting to look up 
and things are starting to change in a good way I just hope 
they stay things stay good and they only get better.” 

Anthony’s lawyer confirmed to CNN that it is Anthony 
in the video. 

“Casey has maintained notes and memoirs for her per- 
sonal counseling,” Cheney Mason told CNN on Thursday 
“She did not upload or release this to Y)uTube. She doesn’t 
know how the video got on YjuTube. She did not authorize 
it, and therefore it had to be obtained illegally” 

In the video, which Anthony said was recorded in Oc- 
tober, she sports a short, blond hairstyle and black-framed 
glasses, a different look from her long, brunette hair at trial. 

She is sitting in an office chair in a plain paneled room.

Whatever you’re comfortable 
with happening, just go with it.” I definitely 
felt super uncomfortable, and I think Parnell 
she tried to get me to stick a dollar, there was 
like a go-go dancer in the bar, like stick it in 
her G-string, and I was like, “No, no no!” I 
was like, ‘AJih!” It was a lot. 

Alike has an incident involving fake maie 
genitalia that’s white. How much wiii this 
movie increase the amount of time peopie 
think about the race of their sex toys? 

{Laughs.} I don’t know! That’s a whole ’noth- 
er world I was just introduced to. ... The day 
that we shot that scene, I thought, “I should 
be more uncomfortable. I should feel more 
weird about this, but I don’t.” It was a nice 
time to be light on the set. I like brushed up 
against the DP with the dildo on and making 
people laugh and uncomfortable. 

Why did you feei iike you shouid feei uncom- 
fortable? 

I don’t know. I guess it’s kind of weird. I was 
like, “I should feel weird. I’ve never seen a 
dildo before or held one before.”

1 1 11 most of the world pays 

•••• more attention than neces- 
sary to Angelina Jolie ’s personal life, her 
interest in hot-button celeb gossip terms 
such as “breakup” only applies to this film 
if we’re talking about the breakup of 
Yugoslavia. 

In her narrative feature writing-direct- 
ing debut (Jolie also helmed the 2007 doc 
‘A Place in Time”), Jolie does prove herself 
a capable filmmaker. Nothing about “In 
the Land of Blood and Honey” screams, 
“This is a first try for the star of ‘Salt.’ ” 

Of course, the question I have to ask about this story in which 
a Serbian soldier (Goran Kostic) protects a Muslim woman (Cobie 
Smulders doppelganger Zana Marjanovic) during the early 1990s 
war in Bosnia-Herzegovina is, “What do we learn?” Jolie uses the 
same star-crossed love story that’s been told for centuries to depict 
a brutal but superficial concept of both the political situation and 
interpersonal relationships. 

People will come out of “In the Land of Blood and Honey” emo- 
tionally exhausted fromjolie’s depictions of bombings, murders 
and rapes, but they won’t feel like they know more about how and 
why all that happened. A movie about a specific event shouldn’t 
feel so general. 




nil Pariah ( r ) 

•••• After seeing “Pariah,” you should 
not be surprised to hear that it garnered 
positive attention at the Sundance Film 
Festival. But the New York-set indie drama 
rides distinctive wheels on a familiar track 
so that naturalistic performances only go so 
far, and conventional plotting can’t inhibit 
reality from making its mark. 

Newcomer Adepero Oduye stars as Alike 
(that’s pronounced A-lee-kay, but she goes 
by “Lee”), a smart high school junior who’s 
come out to herself and her best friend 
(Pernell Walker) but not to her parents (Kim 
Wayans and Charles Parnell). Of course 
Lee’s new friendship with Bina (Aasha Davis) 
takes her to new places and then even more 
difficult emotional territory, and of course 
Lee’s more accepted by her late-working, 
maybe-cheating detective dad than by her 
God-fearing mom. 

Yet despite writer-director Dee Rees’ de- 
votion to the expected, “Pariah” presents a 
difficult coming-of-age story without pushing 
its struggles toward phony melodrama. The 
now-33-year-old Oduye is great as a 17-year- 
old struggling with her identity and trying to 
be ready for what she knows she wants. 

There’s also inherent value in simply pay- 
ing attention to a character like Alike. It goes 
without saying that I can count on one hand 
the number of films you can see in a theater 
in which a young girl laments that the strap- 
on penis she has is white, not black.
